XEW YORK, May 24.—[Copyrighted N. Y. World, Hong Kong.J—The situation at Ma- 


nila is desperate. Food is scarce; meat is exhausted; canned stuff is nearly all gone. 


Two weeks will exhaust the available supply. Volunteers demanded food but the 


Spanish government authorities refused to give it, and riots are threatened. 


The Spanish report 500 killed and 700 wounded in the bombardment by Admiral 


Dewey. All classes are waiting anxiously the arrival of our troops. 


IMPORTANT MESSAGE FROM DEWEY. 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—The navy department has received the following: "Ma- 


nila, May 20, via Hong Kong.—Secretary of the Navy, Washington.—The situation is 


unchanged. A strict blockade is continued. There is great scarcity of provisions in 


Manila. Foreign subjects fear an outbreak of the Spanish soldiers, and they may be 
transferred to Cavite by the foreign men-of-war in the harbor. 
Aguinaldo, the rebel 


commander-in-chief, who was brought here from Hong Kong on the McCullagh, is 


organizing a force, of native cavalry and may render assistance that will be valuable.

Miles Is ready to Invade Cuba. He wants 
to take betwosn 70,000 and 1UO,000 men 
and land at several different points. As 
that number cannot be made ready for 
some little time, the general is willing to 
fend in 20,000 as an advance guard, oc- 
cupy a good be Itby position, fortify <uid 
hold it aa a base where the other troops 
can be landed aa fast as they are ready. 


Explanation. 


The general thinks be has been misun- 


derstood by the opnntry. He says he has 
not been for postponement until fail, 
bat only until the army could be made 
ready. Tbe delays, he admits, havi been 
trying, but be believes the movement can 
begin now. The first plan as to land 
6000 or 7000 men and hold a base while 
arms and supplies were furnished the pa 
triots. This, General Miles says,'be op- 
posed because be thought the number was 
Inioffioiant and might be overwhelmed 
by a force sent ont from Havana by 
Blinoci. He hai been, he asserts, ready 
to go as soon as the army was raised, and 
now he la going to start with the troops 
which are prepared and traits that the 
other divisions will follow as soon ae 
they can be made ready. 


This is the first day that General Miles 


has talked aa It he was ready. Hia dec- 
larations are Interpreted at the war de- 
jpartinent as meaning that the expedition, 
the advance of from 18,000 to 90,000 
men, will start from tbe golf aa soon as 
they can get off.

' There are « states in the union, act 
heretofore those In the west and north 
West have usually had republican am 
those in the south and southwest havi 
Jusually had democratic governors, while 
the Pacific states and the middle states 
liovc oscillated, the two parties winning 
'alternately. New England has general!; 
been republican, though in recent j ears 
Massachusetts, Khode Island and Con 
oecticut, the three southern Xew Eng- 
land states, have had several demo- 
cratic governors. At the present time 
these conditions are totally changed. 


Three states, previously overwhelm 


ingh democratic—Kentucky, West Vir- 
ginia and Maryland—have all of them 
republican governors. 
On the Pacifio 


party lines are much mixed. California 
has a democratic governor, and so ha 
.Washington, though Washington is 
•troc^Iy republican. Oregon has a re« 
publican governor, and Nevada has 
Iree silverite governor. 
In a strip ol 


territory stretching from the Missour! 
to the Kocky mountains, and including 
the three states of Nebraska, Kansas 
and Colorado—u region settled original- 
ly by New England men and their fami- 
lies—',here are no republican governors. 
There is a democrat at the head of af- 
fairs in Colorado, and there art popu- 
list governors in Nebraska and Kansas. 
JJorth Dakota has a republican gov- 
*rnor; South Dakota has a democrat. 
Ttah, lying midway between Colorado 
and Oregon, has a republican governor, 
though in the presidential election ol 
1806 Bryan polled more than 80 per cent. 
of the entire vote of the state. New 
Jersey, which almost uniformly from 
the beginning of the civil war, had 8 
democratic, has now a republican gov- 
ernor, and North Carolina, which has al- 
most uniformly been democratic, has a 
republican governor. All the states of 
Jhe Ohio valley, including Ohio, Indiana. 
hud Illinois, have now republican gov- 
trnors. So have Wisconsin and Michi- 
igRti, and one of the most surprising 
manifestations of the caprice of party 
(sentiment and preference is this—that 
is Illinois, long a close state, the re- 
publican majority at the last election 
for governor was 113,000 votes, whereas 
Minnesota, which since its admission 
into the union, in 1S58, has been solidly 
republican, gave the present republican 
governor a majority of only 
3,«XX 


There is a democratic governor in Dela- 
&vare. Idaho has a democratic governor, 
Montana a populist governor, and Wy- 
pming a republican governor, yet them 
three states have interests almost Iden- 
tical, the character and pursuits of their 
Inhabitants are about the same, and the 
Issues which separate the voters are 
alike. Missouri, Arkansas and Texas

Distinct us the Often-Noted 


Bicycle Pace. 


It is declared that the constant habit 


of smoking pipes has a perceptible ef- 
fect upon the face. "The pressure it 
the lips to hold the pipe in position in- 
creases the curvature of the lips round 
the stem and the muscles become moro 
rigid here than ia other parts. Thus 
•the lips at certain points become 
stronger, and the pipe is unconsciously 
held in the same habitual' position. 
After long conUnuation of the habit 
small circular wrinkles form parallel 
Tvith the curvature of the lips around 
the stem. These are crossed by finer 
lines caused by the pressure of the lips 
to retain the stem in position. 


In the case of old men who have 


imoked a pipe for years the effect upon 
the lips is very marked, not only alter- 
ing the form of the lips but of one en- 
tire side of the face, causing the 
wrinkles that are the result of age to 
dtepcn, and, instead of following the 
natural course of facial wrinkles, to 
change their course so aa to radiate 
from the part of the mouth where the 
pipe is habitually carried. 
Further- 


more, one or both lips often protrude, 
just like the lips of people who used to 
»uck their thumbs when children. Th« 
effects of pipe smoking upon the teeth 
and lower jaws are even more apparent 
than in the case of the lips. If any man 
who has smoked a pipe for a consider- 
able length of time will take the trouble 
to examine his teeth he will find that 
at the point where he usually holds the 
stem between his teeth the latter have 
become worn.—Medical Record.

Former Bualneis Man and Sheriff of 


;Macon County 1864 to 1866. 


, Angustui A. Murray died cf apoplexy 
at hif home at Valley Falli, Kan., on 
May 11, aged 76. The deceased was a 
resident ol Decatnr from 1346 until 1678, 
when be moved to Valley Falls. While 
here be was In the agricultural Implement 
busincie with V. H. Farke, on North 
Main street near the Arcade offlce build- 
ing, Mr. Murray was sheriff of Macon 
county for a term of two ycara. Be was 
elected In 1884. He was personally known 
to many of the older peopU of Decatur 
and Macoif county. Speaking of the death 
of Mr. Murray the Valiey Falls New Era 
said: 


"For 20 years be has been known here 


and highly respected for his sterling, 
manly qualities, a friend, neighbor ark 
citizen admired by all bis acquaintances 
For 20 years lie has resided on the fine 
farm, lees than a mile southeast of the 
olty and known as Murray's hill, engaged 
In farming and the milk business. Th 
hospitality at bis home in remembered by 
many, and bis family enjoying the so- 
cial calls and visits of a large circle of 
friends. He was prominent in Masonic 
olroles, verted In the lore of that order, 
faithful to every truit, and was a safe 
monitor to those who had forgotten tbe 
pathway to the east. Ue was high priest 
of the chapter here for years, attended 
many Brand lodge sesilons, as representa- 
tive, and rore to tbe degree of Knight 
Templar. 


Augustus A. Murray was born In Jeff- 


erson eounty/N. ?., August 7, 1882. At 
the age of 36 he moved to Illinois, where 
be resided until 1878, when he moved to 
Valley Falls, Kan. 
Mr. Murray has

Beet to Cuban wateri, It wai nndentood 
tbat whenever the enemy came within 
range, ten flag*, ilgnifylng "Remember 
the Maine" wore to be kept floating from 
the lignaltop of the flagship, until the 
lait ahot was fired. 


The signal Is meant to be read ai easily 


by the Spaniards as by the Americans,for 
It it taken from tbe international coda of 
signals,which has a plaoe In the captain's 
cabin of every vessel that floats. 


The flags are grouped to spell the 


words. The topmost flag is of red with 
a cross of yellow on it; the next is a blue 
and white oneofcer toard, and the third is 
yellow. The three make up "HNG,' 
meaning "remember.7* The next group 
is of two flags—the first of red, white and 
blue, meaning "T," and the other of red 
and white, floating for H." Inasmuch 
K9 there are no vowels In the code, the 
"e" in "the'' Is omitted. The last group 
of flags is beaded by a yellow and blue 
penant which is recognized by tbe tars as 
"G." 
Its presence signifies that the fol 


lowing word Is the name of a man of-war 
instead of a state. Following In order 
are red, yellow, yellow and blue, and blue 
and white flags, which spell "BOJK," or 
"Maine.'—Chicago Record.
